LATE QUAKE STIRS 
LOCAL OIL STRATA

Possibilities that the earthquake 
of July 22 may be the means of 
bringing San Bernardino’s dreams 
of a great oil boom into reality 
are ‘seen in the verified rumors 
yesterday that water wells in the 
northern part of the city have 
been showing oil on the surface 
since the earth’s crust was shaken 
by the temblor, 

The flow is not enough to create 
a sensation but oil bubbles have 
appeared on the surface of the 
water in sufficient quantities to 
assure even the layman that a 
great body of the ‘‘liquid gold”’ 
has loosened by the shock 
| bina is now being carried to the 
surface with the underlying strata 
of water. 

Oil Comes to Surface 

A demonstration of this pecu- 
liar act of Nature was made Fri- 
day at the Roy Hatlow ranch on 
North Arrowhead Avenue where 
water is supplied a grape vine- 
vard by means of being pumped 
from a well 526 feet deep. The 
{water is sprinkled with oil bub- 
bles which, when closely  exa- 
mined, are said to be of a high 
grade of oil.

The story as told by Mr. 
Churehill is to the effect that 
these two Fijians were both des- 
perately in love with the same 
girl, and neither would give in to 
the other. So to settle the mat- 
ter, they tied the girl to a tree 
and cooked her alive. The head 
was cut off and tied up in a 
tree while the two jealous rae 
feasted on the body of the rl 
they both loved (?) so well, The 
two were arrested and sent to 
jail, but Mr. Churehill’s boat 
did not stay long enough in port 
for him to hear the result of the 
trial.

he thinks of the league of nations, world courts, farm bloes, coal 
strikes, dollar wheat and the big problems that face the executive. 
But one thing is quite certain—President Coolidge will have well- 
defined ideas on all of them, and will fight for them.—San Bernar- 
dino Sun.

REDWOOD GROVE SAVED 

AS PIONEER MEMORIAL 











| 





A wonderful tract of giant Red- 
woods on the California State High- 
way near Orick, Humboldt County, 
and about sixty miles north of 
Eureka, has just been given to the 
State of California as a memorial to 
Humboldt County’s pioneers. It is 
the gift of Mrs. Zipporah Russ of 
Ferndale, Humboldt County, in mem- 
ory of her husband, Joseph Russ, 
who came around the Horn to Cali- 
fornia in 1852, and also in memory 
of all the early settlers who helped 
to build up Humboldt. County and 
the state. Mrs. Russ, as a young 
girl, crossed the plains with her 
family in 1858. The tract contains 
166 acres and has a stand of close 
to thirty million feet of Redwood, as 
well as much other timber. It is 
admirably. situated on the State 
Highway above Orick and is crossed 
diagonally by Prairie Creek, a good- 
sized stream, which adds to the 
beauty of the grove and to its ad- 
vantages from the park and recrea- 
tional standpoint. 

Some of the largest trees of the 
Redwood belt are found on this.tract 
of timber. One enormous sequoia 
particularly has been discovered, 
which is believed to be among the 
largest in existence. Not only the 
Redwoods, but also the massive firs, 
hemlocks, maples, spruce, oaks ,and 
other trees found on this tract, to- 
gether with the giant ferns and other 
undergrowth, make it an area of 
unusual beauty. It is still in its 
primeval state. and many of its acres 
have probably never been trodden 
by man. 

This gift has just been announced 
by J. D. Grant of San Francisco, 
Chairman of the Board of Directors 
of the Save the Redwoods League.

“No more fitting memorial 
to the memory of Joseph Russ and 
the other pioneers with whom he 
worked to build up this common- 
wealth could be devised,” said Mr. 
Grant. “The Redwoods, or sequoia 
sempervirens, are typicaliy Californ- 
ian. They are found only in this 
state, and every lover of California’s 
natural charm, whether a newcomer 
or one “who has been here since 
pioneer times, appreciates the need 
of saving representative tracts of 
this fast-disappearing species. The 
Russ family, whoe have held this 
valuable timber for years, have made 
this gift out of their love for the 
Redwoods and their desire to share 
their beauty with their fellow-citizens 
for al Itime.”’ 


The Humboldt County Pioneer 
Memorial is deeded to the State to 
be held forever as a public Redwood 
Park, and it is stipulated that the 
timber thereon shall never be cut 
or destroyed, but that the tract shall 
be kept in its natural condition. By 
the roadside a granite boulder will 
be placed and on it a bronze tablet 
bearing this inscription:

T hardly seems possible—yet it is 

quite true—that we shall soon be 

directing our attention to hats of 

felt and velvet. Already the little 
French felts are insinuating their col- 
orful charms into the millinery mode, 
and velvet is appearing—as a remind- 
er—on the hats of summer. But in 
the interim that we may be quite in 
keeping with the spirit of the season, 
we shall enjoy the artful droop of the 
wide-brimmed hat that is not only a 
picturesque frame for the lace, but a 
real protection from the sun. 

There is, and has been for some 
time, a very noticeable development 
toward the artistic in millinery—-not 
only in shape but in color and trim- 
ming treatments, and the reason for 
this is the fact that women, as a 
whole, are becoming more alert to 
the real value of the hat as a funda- 
mental of the costume.
